Appeals Court Hears 
GWU Hospital Case 


On Wednesday, November 
15, the D.C. Court of Appeals 
heard oral arguments in the 
case of the Foggy Bottom 
Association against the Board 
of Zoning Adjustment’s deci- 
sion to approve the building 
of the GWU Hospital. The ap- 
peal was filed in October, 


1999, shortly after the BZA 
decision; briefs were filed sev- 
eral months later and the case 
finally set down for oral argu- 
ment this past month. 

Cornish -E Hitchcock, 
Esq. represented the FBA, and 
the University (the intervenor 
in the case) was represented 
by Jerry Moore, Jr., Esq., who 
earlier represented the GWU 
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Hospital before the BZA. 
Much of the proceedings, 
limited to about one hour, in- 
volved questions from the 
three-judge panel concerning 
the FBA’s contention that the 
hospital should have been re- 
quired to submit an Environ- 
mental Impact Statement “as

The solitary death this 
summer of Teena Hart is re- 
plete with tragedy. Her friend 
Bob Alcorn recounted her 
calls to him and_ other 
friends indicating serious ill- 
ness. When they tried to help, 
they could not gain admit- 
tance to her building or to 
her apartment. A subsequent 
visit by the police also did 
not result in entry, but later 
on when the management 
finally went in and found 
that she had been dead for 
some time. Alcorn also re- 
ports that all her belongings 
disappeared. 

When one hears and talks 
about this kind of tragedy, 
again and again the worry 
about the many solitary resi- 
dents who live in. Foggy 
Bottom comes to the fore. It 
should be a reminder for us 
to be aware of others who 
might be in this situation 
and try, gently and tactfully, 
to look after them, even if it 
is from afar, and even if 
resent the 
attention. . :

required by the [D.C.] Envi- 
ronméntal Protection Act.” 
According to Mr. Hitchcock, 
this is the “first time the Court 
has been asked to construe 
when [in the zoning approval 
process] an environmental re- 
view should take place.” It is a 
novel issue and all three judges 
questioned the attorneys and 
commented on it. The FBA’s 
brief also questioned the 
BZA’s approval of the building 
“relying on a series of condi- 
tions that are unenforceable 
and unlikely to mitigate the 
negative effects of the pro- 
posed new hospital.” Central 
to that were the impact of the 
large loading dock facing the 
neighboring residential area. 
According to GWU, the hospi- 
tal and “GWU will be in full 
compliance . . . simply by issu- 
ing a ‘recommendation to its 
vendors” as to timing of deliv- 
eries and pickups. and to avoid 
residential streets, A third 
“question” presented involved 


. the BZA’s failing to give “great 


weight” to the ANC resolution 
and to address other concerns 
of the community. 


Stevens School Termed 
“Endangered” 


The Stevens Elementary 
School, on 21st Street be- 
tween K and L Streets, has 
been designated as an endan- 
gered historic place by the 
D.C. Preservation League. The 
school system plans to sell or 
lease 51 of 153 schools built 
between 1864 and 1959. 
Included is the Stevens 
School, built in 1868 and the 
oldest elementary school built 
to provide equal facilities for 
African American children. 
The League is working with 
the PTA to preserve the 


school. According to the 


League, “some schools have 
been successfully sold and re- 
developed without significant 
alterations, others have been 
sold and threatened with dem- 
olition.” It is possible that the 
School Without Walls, on F 
Street, might fall within that 
category as well. Tanya Beau- 
champ and Marc Fieterman 
are listed as co-chairs of the 
League’s efforts.

When contacted, the D.C. 
Department of Consumer and 
Regulatory Affairs, Building 
and Land Regulations 
Administration, confirmed is- 
suance of a permit for night 
work (12:00 midnight-6:00 
a.m.) on the site from October 
10 to November 29. When 
questioned as to the noise reg- 
ulations, we were informed 
that the permit provided for 
night work as long as the 
mechanical equipment used 
did not exceed 60 decibels. 
Kathy Regan, project manager 
for the new hospital, cited 
concerns for pedestrian and 
Metro passenger safety as the 
reason for the early morning 
work. (Metro closes at mid- 
night on weeknights.) 

As to the trees removed,
